As our appointment only dates from the commencement of the 
present year, and as we did not hold office during any part of 
1889, ¥e cannot hold ourselves responsible for any of these 
statistics referring to that year, nor do we feel ourselves at liberty 
to make any deduction from them. 

At an early date in the ensuing year we hope to submit, for 
Tour Excellency's consideration, our Report for 1890. 

The condition of the insane in Ireland, scattered through the 
various workhouses, or wandering at large, has never been con- 
sidered satisfactory. Both the Local Government Board and the 
Guardians of the local Unions have been, as a general rule, un- 
willing to undertake the care of those whose mental condition 
would require supervision, except nnder the provisions of the 
38th and 39th Tie., c. 67, sec. 9, where special contracts have 
been made for their reception, as otherwise no legal power exists 
for their detention, nor had their care and safe keeping been 
recognised many way under the Poor Law until the Act of 1875. 
The only plea for the detention of the lunatics and imbeciles at 
present in the various Union workhouses, and not under legal 
contract, is that they are destitute persons. It is, therefore, not 
to be wondered at that the provision for the proper care and 
maintenance of harmless lunatics and idiots in these institutions 
does not meet the requirements of this helpless class. 

No provision of any sort exists for the supervision of the insane 
poor in private dwellings, or wandering at large, as in England 
under 16th and 17th Yic., cap. 97, sec. 66. 

It will, therefore, bo our duty to lay before Your Excellency 
such measures as may seem to us from time to time most advis- 
able for the due care and control of these classes of the insane 
in Ireland. 

We hope at an early date to report on the present condition 
of the insane in the various licensed houses in Ireland. In our 
opinion the condition of these houses, with some few exceptions, 
as far as we had time to visit them, is not entirely satisfactory. 
Many contain but two or three patients, whose contributions 
' toward their support will hardly admit of due provision being 
made for their proper care. The extension in Ireland of public 
hospitals supported by public grants, or charitable institutions 
for the reception of the insane whose, friends are able to eon- 

— tribute only a small sum for their support, would appear to he a 
want urgently felt in this country. 

• Furthermore, we are of opinion that the provisions of the Act- 
with reference to Private Asylums in Ireland (5th & 6th Yic., 
£• 123), are not sufficiently strictly carried out, ' especially as 
regards the keeping of the various books and the use of restraint. 

- which latter, in some instances, appears to be used continuously,, 
in others without any order from the physician, and without any 
record of its form and duration.

I lb. tea, 3 lbs, sugar, 8 quarts milk per 100, S oz. bread. Dinner— Three days in the week, 
8 oz. bread and 1 quart soup, composed of beef, oatmeal, barley, and vegetables ; three days 
in the week, Irish 3tew.; and one day 8 oz. of bread, 1 pint rice. Supper — •§ quart milk, 
8 oz. of bread.

Hospital diet.— Patients who are actively employed are allowed a portion of flush meat 
In addition to the soup, five instead of three days iu the week. When the state of the patient’s 
health requires it, the diet is changed accordingly, and any other substituted that may be con- 
sidered requisite by the medical officer.

CENTRAL ASYLUM, DUNDRUM. 

Report for the Year ended 31st December, 1889. 

Central Asylum, Dundrum, 

3rd May, 1890. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to lay before you my Report for the 
year ended 31st December, 18S9, with the statistical tables for the same 
period, and the financial tables for the year ended 31st March, 1890. 
I am happy to he able to report that the former low rate of mortality 
continues to hold, the deaths during the year 18S9 having been only 
five in number, viz., four males and one female, all from natural causes, 
showing a percentage of 2 - 56 on the total number resident. The average 
age at death was fifty years. Three of the deaths were due to diseases 
of the lungs ; one to disease of the liver, and one to old age and debility. 

The conduct of the staff lias been satisfactory during the year. One 
of the temporary male attendants was summarily dismissed by me for 
absence without leave and returning in a state of intoxication. Auother 
of the temporary attendants resigned, having obtained an appointment 
under the Prisons Board. One of the female attendants, who had been 
but a very short time appointed, resigned her situation, feeling herself 
unfitted for it. 

The Institution sustained during the year the loss of its highly re- 
spected Roman Catholic Chaplain, the Rev. Joseph Hickey, P.P., of 
Dundrum, whose highly-valued ministrations had been enjoyed by the 
Roman Catholic inmates for a period of over twenty-four years. His 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant was pleased to appoint the Rev. Edward 
Matthews, P.P., of Dundrum, as his successor in the office of Roman 
Catholic Chaplain. 

The supplies sent in by the contractors during the year were of fairly 
good quality. Incessant vigilance is, however, necessary on my part in 
this department. 

As regards the financial part of the tables, a saving has been effected 
on every subhead of the vote save one, namely, victualling, and this, 
notwithstanding that the average number of patients had been under- 
estimated by as many as seven for the year. The daily average for the 
year 1888 having been 163, I had hoped that 170 would be enough to 
make provision for during the financial year 1889-90. The actual 
number of inmates, however, for the financial year was within a fraction 
of 177, somewhat more than during the calendar year 1889, in which 
.the number was 174 *4. As each patient is estimated to cost £14 10s. 
for victualling, an excess of expenditure resulted under this subhead 
amounting to £101 10s. over the amount provided by the vote. This, 
however, does not account for the entire excess under this subhead, 
which amounted in all to £202 2s. 7 d. The difference, amounting to 
£100 12s. 7 d. } is due to the large quantity of stimulants and other 
extras ordered by the Visiting Physician over and above the ordinary 
diet. The other extras so ordered consist of egg and butter for break- 
fast, milk, &c., while the stimulants principally consist of porter for 
dinner. 
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I have always willingly ordered extras in any case of enfeebled health, 
but I do not think that any reasonable fault can be found with the 
ordinary diet of the Institution for ordinary cases, or that it is desirable 
to provide stimulants for strong young men able to work on the farm 
or at other occupations. I had indeed some years ago succeeded in 
abolishing the use of beer altogether, and proposed in introducing porter 
that it should be used only as a strictly medical extra. T called the 
attention of the Visiting Physician during the year to the fact that the 
vote for victualling would necessarily be exceeded in consequence of the 
large amount of extras ordered, but without result. It is obvious that as 
far as possible I am bound to conform to his wishes in the matter j yet 
had it not been that very exceptional and unusual savings accrued under 
other subheads, one of which indeed cannot possibly accrue again, the 
total expenditure under the vote would have been exceeded to a large 
amount, and for this excess I should have been held personally liable 
by the Treasury. 

The whole question of extra diet will, in my opinion, require early 
consideration.

Notes on Gases Admitted during the Year 1889. 

Males. 

783 . — J. G., aged 19. Admitted 31st January, from Mountjoy Com 
vict Prison. Convicted of assault at Londonderry Quarter Sessions, in 
January, 1888. Became insane while undergoing sentence in Mountjoy, 
with delusions of persecution and violent destructive mania, with loss of 
sleep. He has scrofulous marks on both sides of his neck, but is other- 
wise in fairly good health. Sentence, 5 years penal servitude. 

784. — J. A., aged 22. Admitted 1st February, from Mountjoy. 
Convicted of felony in a shop at Dublin Commission Court, Deoember, 
1887. Eleven previous convictions for larceny, assaults, &c. Sentenced 
to 5 years penal servitude. Became insane while undergoing sentence 
in Mountjoy. Excitable, sleeping little, threatening the life of those 
who obtained his conviction, threatening suicide, <fcc. This man has a 
very peculiar expression of countenance, particularly as regards the eyes, 
which are narrow and peering. He has proved to be of the most 
ferocious and ungovernable temper, and is a very dangerous character. 

785. — W. H. T., aged 39. A surgeon. Admitted 12th February 
Brought up at Dublin Commission Court on a charge of libel, and 
found incapable of pleading. Ordered to be detained during the Lord 
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Lieutenant’s pleasure. Suffering from monomania of suspicion. His 
friends having undertaken to provide for him in a private asylum, he 
was transmitted to one, under warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, on 28th 
May, 1889. 

786. — M. H., aged 23. A labourer. Admitted 12th February, from 
Mountjoy. Convicted at Wicklow Assizes, in December, 1887, of 
various Whiteboy offences. Sentenced to 7 years penal servitude. 
Became insane while undergoing sentence, suffering from loss of flesh, 
loss of sleep, with delusions of imaginary visitants at night, incoherence 
of language, &c. A dark, heavy, silent, and sullen young man, appa- 
rently demented. 

787. — D. O’S., aged 27. Admitted 13th February, from Tralee Gaol, 
having been brought up at Killarney Quarter Sessions for larceny, and 
ordered to be detained during pleasure. He was apparently in progress 
towards recovery on admission, and having been certified sane by us in 
August, he was ordered by His Excellency to be discharged free, and 
was set at liberty accordingly on 5th September. 

790. — D. C., aged 38. A labourer. Admitted from Wexford Gaol, 
25th March, having been tried at Wexford Assizes just previously for 
manslaughter, and found guilty, but insane. Reported as epileptic, and 
liable to excitement on slight provocation. His face is badly deformed 
from a burn which occurred many years ago during a fit of epilepsy. 

791. — C. McK., aged 29. A farmer. Admitted 30th March, from 
Belfast Gaol, having been found guilty of arson, but insane, and ordered 
to be detained during pleasure. The medical officer of Belfast Gaol 
reported that he had shown no symptoms of insanity ; his face is, how- 
ever, of an insane typo, and he appeal’s to be of somewhat defective 
intelligence, and is, indeed, stated by his relatives to have always been 
so. He has been quietly behaved since admission. 

792. — H. M., aged 32. A plumber. Admitted 13th May, from 
Downpatrick Gaol. Tried at Dublin Commission Court on 17tli June, 
1881, for shooting at a person, and sentenced to penal servitude for life. 
Became insane while undergoing sentence in Downpatrick Gaol. Re- 
ported as suffering from dementia, which, indeed, appears to be total. 

795. — J. C., aged 25. A labourer. Admitted 18th June, 1889, 
from Mountjoy, having been convicted of burglary, at Dublin Com- 
mission Court, 3rd April, 1889, and sentenced to 7 years penal servitude. 
384 days of a former 5 years sentence for a similar offence were unex- 
pired at the time of trial, and are consequently to be undergone in 
addition to present sentence. Is reported to have attempted suicide on 
the morning after his conviction, and to be suffering under melancholia. 

796. — F. J., known here formerly as A. J., this being his third 
admission. A habitual criminal; formerly a soldier, discharged from 
the army with heart disease. Aged 63. Admitted 4th July, from 
Maryborough Prison under sentence of 7 years penal servitude for 
housebreaking. A cunning, ill-disposed, malevolent criminal, insanity 
possibly counterfeited. He succeeded in effecting his escape from here 
in. the year 1863, and made an unsuccessful attempt of a daring character 
in 1879. 

797. — J. M., a labourer, aged 43. Admitted 11th July, from 
Clonmel Gaol, having been convicted of indecent assault in July, 1888, 
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and sentenced to 20 months hard labour, or in default of bail, 2 years. 
His bail not having been forthcoming, his sentence has become the 
latter period. 


798. — F. K., a farmer, aged 40. Admitted 22nd July, from London- 
derry Gaol. Tried for murder and found incapable of pleading. 
Reported as suffering from melancholia, probably due to alcoholio 
indulgence. At the time of writing this man seems to be recovered. 

799. — -P. F., a pauper, aged 48. Admitted 5th August, from Galway 
Gaol. Under sentence of detention during pleasure for an abominable 
crimo. Reported as suffering from amentia. 


800. — J. D. An inmate of the Richmond Asylum ; aged 26. Ad- 
mitted 11th August, Tried at Dublin Commission Court for man- 
slaughter of a fellow inmate. Found incapable of pleading, and ordered 
to be detained during pleasure. An obviously demented case ; but he 
quietly since his admission. 


802. — R. M., a gentleman farmer, aged 36. Admitted 21st September, 
from Belfast Gaol, where he had been confined under order of the Lord 
Chancellor for contempt of court. Certified as insane on the 17th 
September, but there can bo doubt that his mental affection was of 
longer standing, as he was an inmate of the Downpatrick Asylum 
some years ago. 


803. — M. C., aged 40. Admitted 25th October, from Mountjoy. 
Tried at Dublin Police Court, for assault, and sentenced to 3 calendar 
months’ imprisonment. Certified as having become insane during 
imprisonment. Stated to be liable to attacks of epileptic mania, with 
subsequent attacks of violence. This man’s sentence of imprisonment 
having terminated on the 17th December, he was sent to the Richmond 
Asylum under warrant of the Lord Lieutenant. 

804 J. H., a labourer, aged 34. Admitted 26th October, from 

Maryborough Prison, under sentence of 5 years penal servitude for 
larceny. He had previously been thrice convicted of various offences. 
He is stated to have been found mentally weak on reception at Mary- 
borough, and to be suffering under delusions of invisible visitants. 
Shortly after admission here he became the subject of phthisical disease, 
which at first made rapid progress, but has latterly gone on more slowly. 

805. P. G., a labourer, aged 25. Admitted 16th November, from 

Mountjoy Prison. Convicted of shooting at a constable at Carrick-on- 
Shannon, in December, 1888, and sentenced to 5 years penal servitude. 
Became insane while undergoing sentence in Mountjoy, subject to 
delusions, and believing that the treatment to which lie is subjected 
must kill him. He absolutely refused food on admission here, and had 
to be fed by means of a stomach-pump, to which he made much resist- 
ance, but after being once so fed he began to take food again of himself, 
and has since much improved. 

Q0 6. W. D., a pauper, aged 48. Convicted at Green-street of assault 

in the South Dublin Union. Found to have been insane at tho time, 
and ordered to be detained during pleasure. The medical officer of the 
Union certified that he could discover no signs of insanity. He has 
been quiet and intelligent since admission, but refuses to work. 
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808.— D. R., a farmer, aged 45. Admitted 14th December, from 
limerick Gaol, having been brought up for manslaughter, but found 
insane and incapable of pleading, and ordered to be detained during 
pleasure. He is under the delusion that an attempt was made to poison 
him by the person whose life he took ; he is unaware that a fatal result 
followed the assault he made on him, 

Females. 

787. — M. F., a married woman, aged 31. Admitted 12th February, 
from Grangegorman. Tried at Dublin Commission Court, in April, 
1888, for manslaughter. Sentenced to 5 years penal servitude. Became 
insane while undergoing sentence, having become violently excited 
without apparent provocation, and presenting some remarkable delusions 
at tho same time. 

789. — M. S., unmarried, aged 32. Admitted 15th February. Tried 
at Dublin City Quarter Sessions for malicious injury, in January, 1889. 
Sentenced to 5 years penal servitude. Certified as insane one month 
afterwards while undergoing sentence. Stated as suffering from re- 
current mania ; paroxysms coming on on very slight provocation, when 
she becomes violent and unmanageable. 

793. — B. C., a habitual criminal, aged 35. Admitted 31st May, from 
Grangegorman. Convicted of malicious injury at Dublin City Quarter 
Sessions, in November, 1887. Sentenced to 5 years penal servitude. 
Became insane while undergoing sentence. Reported as maniacal, with 
loss of sleep and failure of appetite. 

794. — A. R., a married woman, aged 31. Admitted 10th June, from 
Grangegorman. Had been a pauper in the North Dublin Union at the 
time of her offence, which was the murder of her own child. Brought 
up at the Dublin Commission Court, 5th June, 1889, found insane and 
incapable of pleading, and ordered to be detained during pleasure. 
Stated to be melancholic and depressed while in the prison. 

801. — A. C.,aged 36. Had been a patient in the Richmond District 
Asylum, where she attacked and killed a fellow patient. Brought up at 
Dublin Commission Court in August, 1889. Found insane and in- 
capable of pleading, and ordered to be detained during pleasure. A 
noisy, violent, and destructive patient. 

807.— J. P., unmarried, aged 40. Admitted 7th December from 
Grangegorman. Tried at Tralee Quarter Sessions, 29th October, 1889, 
for larceny, and sentenced to five years’ penal servitude. Became insane 
while undergoing sentence, having strange delusions, and being of un- 
cleanly habits, and mischievous. 

809. — A. M f C., unmarried, a farm-labourer, aged 37. Admitted 20th 
December, from Tullamore Prison. Brought up at Tullamore Assizes 
in December, 1889, for murder. Found to have been insane at the time 
of committing the offence, and ordered to be detained during pleasure. The 
Surgeon of the Gaol, Dr. J. P. Kennedy, states on the Form for state- 
ment of particulars, that he gave evidence at the trial that the prisoner, 
in his opinion, was not insane, as did Dr. Kelly, of Mullingar, the 
prisoner belonging to County Westmeath. Tho jury, however, held 
her insane, and in my opinion quite correctly, her face, manner, and 
conduct showing her to be a typical case.

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APPENDIX H. 


Office of Lunatic Asylums, Dublin Castle, 
1st February, 1889. 


Sir, — 1 am directed by the Inspectors to call your attention to the 
provisions of the 7th Section of the 50 & 51 Vic., cap. 67, which are 
as follows : — 

7. — (1.) Where any sum in respect of pay, pension, super- 
annuation, or other allowance or annuity is due in respect either of 
service as a civil servant, or of military or naval service, to a person 
who is a lunatic, whether so found by inquisition or not, such sum 
may be from time to time applied for his benefit by the prescribed 
public department in such manner as the department think 
expedient 

(2.) Where any annuity, whether pension, superannuation, or 
other allowance, is payable out of moneys provided by Parliament 
to a person in respect either of service as a civil servant or of 
military or naval service, and such person is or becomes a lunatic 
towards whose maintenance a contribution is made out of money 
provided by Parliament, then as long as the contribution is made 
his annuity shall be reduced by an amount equal to that contribution, 
and if the amount of the contribution exceeds the amount of the 
annuity the annuity shall cease to he payable. 

In view of the wording of Sub-Seotion 2, which compols the reduction 
of the Pension by the amount of the Treasury contribution, in all cases 
where such is claimed ; and also having regard to the claims which the 
dependent relatives of such a person have for aid from his Pension, tho 
best general rules for dealing with such cases appear to be that — 

(1.) If the Pension does not exceed the amount of the Contri- 
bution, the Contribution should be claimed. 

(2.) If the Pension exceeds the Contribution, hut is less than tho 
full or average cost of maintenance, the Contribution should be 
claimed, and 

(a) If the Pensioner be married, or have relatives entitled to 
aid from Pension, no claim should be made against the 
reduced Pension ; but, 

(5) Should there be no claimants equitably entitled to such aid, 
then the balance of Pension should be claimed by the 
Board of Governors from the department which pays the 
Pension. 

(3.) If in the cases where there are no relatives, claimants on the 
Pension, the amount of Pension is equal to, or greater than tho 
entire cost of maintenance, the full cost of maintenance should be 
claimed from the Pension, and no Contribution from the Treasury. 

(4.) But if there are claimants on the Pension, the Contribution 
should be claimed from the Treasury, and the question of requiring 
any payment from the Pension for the Pensioner’s maintenance 
should be decided by the Governors as an equitable view of the 
claims of the relatives may require. 
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(5.) If the amount of the Pension he sufficient to defray the full 
cost of maintenance of the Pensioner, and also all reasonable claims 
of relatives, the full cost of maintenance should be claimed from 
the Pension', and no Contribution from the Treasury. 

In every instance in ■which the inmato of a District Lunatic Asylum 
is a Pensioner paid from money voted by Parliament, the fact should 
bo notified to the Department charged .with the payment of his Pension ; 
and it should at the same timo be stated whether a Contribution will 
be claimed from the IVcasury in respect of his maintenance.
